1849 
arrived. Pius fled from Rome; the-republic was 
proclaimed. Joseph Mazzini, Autelio Safi. and 
Armellini gov2tned it as a triumvirate; and Gari- 
baldi, summoned by them to the Eternal City, 
‘was entrusted with the command of the first 
brigade. Louis Napoleon Bonaparte. then Presi 
dent of the French republic—at present,. “ by the 
grace of God and. the national will,? Emperor— 
seht.an army to Civits.’ Vecchia, under General 
Ondinot. Many men doudted whether the Ita- 
lians would fight; they cooa solved the problem, 
they fought. They drove back the French from 
the walls of Rome; Garibaldi, st the Villa Pam- 
Gli; not onls. defenting the assailante, but taking 
three bnndred of them prisoners. An armistice 
wae concluded with Oudinot, but the Nizzard did 
notlike to waste time. With three thousand men 
he sallied forth from the city, and'routed five 
thousand Neapolitans at Palestrina. Ten duys 
afterwardn,-at Velleteri, he attacked the enemy, 
who were commanded. Ly the ‘Kinz in peraon— 
by Bomba—father of Bombalino; and swift and 
craven was the fight-of his‘evil Majesty. Gari- 
baldi, who was slightlyJwroundediin the combat. re- 
turned to Rome:” The siege was drawing to its 
cloze.. Republican’ France crashel Republican 
Italy. Rome surrendered. With four thousand 
foot ‘soldiers and four huudred horsemen, the 
Nizzard left the city, eager to contine a guerilla 
warfare in the mountaina, or-elge to. get to. Venice, 
which; under thé leadership of -Daniele Manin, 
stil held the Austrians at ta: He réached San 
Marino: but the little republic, threatened hy the 
allies, compelled bim to disband his - troops. 
With a few devoted men, Garibaldi departed and 
endeavoured togain the shores of the Adriatic. 
On the Yod July he left Rome; on the 30th of 
the same month be quitted San Marfno. - His 
wife, Anita, who bad borne him three ‘hildren. 
and wes again about to becomea mother, acoom- 
panied him. On the 3rd of August hegreavhed 
Cesenatico. bired thirteen fishing boats, and eet 
sai) for Venice. The City of the Sea was almost 
in sight, when Garibaldi perceived that his little 
fleet was pursued ‘y Austrian ships: the wind 
shifted, and blew dead against him; eight of the 
fishing boats were eaptured ; with the other five 
he ranthe gauntlet through the Austrign. squa- 
dron, ‘and landed on the coast.

To-day, ifsll goes well, Geveral Garibsidi will 

-1and upon our shores to receive one of the hear- 

tigst. welcomes that a free people has ever giver 
tos great men. By what services and achievo- 
meota-he has earned euch a greeting as awaits 
him it is more pleasant than necessary to remind 
the public.. The chief outlines of his story ae 
familiar to all our readers~but the tale is one 
that cannot be too often told. There is no danger 
SF ite being forgotten. but from time to time to 
‘will well bear ‘repzating. : 

Giusepps Garibaldi was bora on the 22nd July, 
1807, at Nice, in the seme house, and, indeed. the 
sams chamber, as a mach less noble warrior— 
Maasene. - Gartbaldi’s father was gn honest sea- 

fering mén, who cruised abouttne Mediterranean 
in a hittle craft of his own; his mother. Rosa Ra- 
ginndo, waa a woman of singular intelligence, 
piety, and goodness. The boy received @ plain 
education. His father wished that he should be 
Brought up toa profession—that be should be- 
come an advocate, a dootor.or a priest; but it 
wag useless to keep him ashore. The lad took 
to the water, and made the sea his play fellow. He 
Tearnt his lessons, did his work passably well, and 
then hurried down to the quay.. Throughout his 
life he hasbeen ag much ‘sailor as soldier—as 
much Nelson ag Bayard. At length tiring of the 
echools. he sailed away in the littlé. Costanza “to 
Odessa. His secoud voyage was with his father 
to Rome. The love of the sea never left him. 
A strong, healthy, aetive youngster, with a goor 
deal of the. poet and the dreumer in his nature, 
and yet, fur. all that, emphatiually practical, he 
took storm aud sunshine og'they came, and grew 
happily up to man’s estate. Theso. exirly years 
were amonget the sweetest of his life. He bid 
his’ trials aud troubles, fell grievously -sick nt 
Constantinople, for instance ; and on recovering, 
found it no easy matter to earn his bread, but on 
the whole he prospered, and was a contented 
skipper... Strong, handsome, and. hardy, abd en- 
dowed with a. marvellous power of winning the 
affections of all truewomen and all manly men, 
he had’reached the age of seven-and-twenty when 
for the great good of Italy, he met a Genocee 
exile at Marseilles. The exile was Mazzini, Va- 
gue hopes and aspirations beeamedefinite in-Guri- 
aldi's brain under the influence of the Republi- 
een thinker. The Genoese was the man of thought; 
the Nizzard the man of action. ‘They. thet,'they 
spoke of Italy, uf her past greatuess, of her pre- 
sent degradation. of har furture hopes. This wag 
in 1834; in 1849 they met again, Joseph Mazzinj 
wes triumvir of Rome, Joseph Garibaldi hi,

. The organigation of: ‘Young Italy,” initiated 
by Mazzini, was spreading through the land. 
when xthe young sailor devoted himself heort_ and 
noul to its interests. The republican and national 
dee had proselytesin every class of society. En- 
tering the Piedmontese navy, Garibaldi exerted 
his singular influence to win fresh recruite to the 
good cause, An armed expedition wes ‘prepared, 
the leadership of which was confided to Ramorino, 
an officer who had shown courage and capacity in 
the Polish campaign. It failed utterly Jand mi- 
serably. Before he knéw its results, Garibaldi, 
feverish with impatience, left his ship, rowed a- 
shoré, and landed af Genoz. An insurrection bad 
been erranged, but delayed. There were. trai- 
tors inthe camp ; the Government was in posses- 
sion of all the republican plans. The news came 
that Ramorino’s corps, in which Mazzini_ served 
as a private soldier, bad been dispersed.
